ing to hand his brother over for 
investigation he is leniently allowed the 
limit of three days within which to do 
so, If he disobeys he will be awarded 
the penalty of standing in a cage in 
punishment.

‘Six,—I bave the honour to acknow- 
ledge ‘the receipt of your letter of 
December 13, on the subject of certain 
additions to the Provisional Rules defia- 
ing the jurisdiction of the Mixed Courte, 
suggested by the late Consul-General 
for France. 

In reply thereto, I have the honour 
to point out that Mr. Ratard’s proposals 
as to wbich Police Force shall under- 
take prosecutions in certain circum- 
stances, are based upon obviops neces- 
sity, since it is clear that the collection 
of evidence and the arraignment of a 
prisoner charged with a ¢rime committed 
ia either Settlement cannot be uoder- 
taken by the Police of the neighbouring 
Settlement. The Heads of the res- 
pective Forces have realized this condi- 
tion of affairs, and, as Mr. Reatard 
states, they mutually conform to the 
arrangement which it is proposed to lay 
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down. In one particular, however, the 
Consol-General is incorrect, viz., ia his 
statement that differences of opinion 
we occurred, for, 80 far as the Council 
is aware, there hus from the oatset been 
complete unanimity.

Upon receipt of this, directions are 
given for the investigation in question. 
The ranner concerned eball in obedience 
to this document with the co-operation 
of the tipao, forthwith investigate as to 
the opium shops in the Settlement ; 
and in accordance with the specimen 
form, fill in the register within the 
limit of a few days. The runner must 
not in the least extort or contravene 
these orders, or delay, or this will 
result in punishment.

The Council notices in this document 
the omission of any reference to the 
foreign administration, and regards the 
Order a8 an wnwarrantable assumption 
of sathority on the part of the local 

ative officials, not less surprising than 
ignificant. 

‘Were the Order put into effect, it 
would be among the routiow duties of 
the Police to prevent the ruoners 
charged with the work from carrying 
out their instructions; for this reason 
it appears to the Council desirable that 
the Consular Body intimate io reply, 
that its ise would be provocative of 
ap undesirable conflict of authority. 

At the same time the Council directs 
me to express readiness to furnish any 
information on tbe snbject of Opium 
Shops or the Opium Question in the 
Settlement generally, which the Higher 
Provincial Authorities may desire.
